2. Claims 1-17 and 19-32 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being fully met by Gluts. 
Gluts discloses the creation of a playlist of musical songs. The "more like" function, the 

use of a seed song and the style tables read on applicant's feature vectors for the provision of the 
playlist reading on applicant's inferential engine. The production of the playlist involves 
subjectivity and the emotional feelings of the user. 

3. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in this 
Office action.
